OF TBB 



LABIES' SOCIETY FOR THE PROMOTION OF EDUCATION 



AT THE WEST. 



Article I. 
This Society shall be called, " The Ladies* Society for the Promo- 
tion of Education at the West." 

Article II. 
The object of this Society is to send to the Western States com- 
petent female teachers, of unquestionable piety, belonging to Congre- 
gational churches in New England. 

Article III. 
The officers of the Society shall be, — a President, two Vice- 
Presidents, Secretary, Treasurer, and Twenty Managers. These 
shall constitute a Board of Directors, five of whom shall form a 
quorum. From this Board an Executive Committee of Seven shall 
be chosen annually. 

Article IV. 
It shall be the duty of the President to call, and preside at Meet- 
ings of the Board, each of which is to be opened with prayer. 

Article V. 
In >die absence of the President, it shall be the duty of the senior 
Vice-President to preside, and perform the duties of President. 

Article VI. 
It shall be the duty of the Secretary to keep a record of all the 
proceedings^ and be the organ of communication Mrith Auxiliary 
Societies and with individuals ; and she shall perform any other 
duties the Board of Directors may assign. 
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Article VII. 
It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to receive all subscriptions 
and donations of moneys or other property ; to keep account thereof, 
and make a report to the Society at the annual meeting. She will 
keep a catalogue of members, life-members, and donors. 

Article VIII. 
The Board of Managers shall meet quarterly, to hear statements 
from the Executive Committee, and give counsel on such points as 
may be submitted to them. They shall collect funds in their respec- 
tive churches and congregations, and pay over the same to the 
Treasurer, at the stated meetings of the Board. They shall have 
power to fill any vacancies which may occur among their members. 

Article IX. - 

The Executive Committee shall have charge of the special busi- 
ness of the Society, and shall have power to call their own meetings ; 
to fill any vacancies which may occur among their members ; to 
appropriate funds as shall be needed between the quarterly meetings ; 
and to make rules for the selection of teachers, and for their trans- 
portation and location. Three of this Committee shall form a 
quorum. 

Article X. 

Any lady may become a member of this Society by the payment 
of not less than One DoUar per annum ; and any person paying, at 
any one time, Twenty DoUarSy shall become a member for life. 

Article XI. 
As the object of this Society is to send Female Teachers to the 
West, from the Congregational churches in every part of New Eng- 
land, it will need — and it invites — the co-operation of ladies in the 
New England States ; and any association of ladies formed for the 
same object with this Society, and annually paying into its treasury, 
will receive an Annual Report of its Proceedings. 

Article XII. 
Alterations shall not be made in this Constitution, except at the 
anaual meeting of the Society, and not withoat the recommendation 
of the Board of Directors. 






ANNUAL MEETING, 



The Third Annual Meeting of the " Ladies' Society for the 
Promotion of Edacation at the West," was held at the house of 
George W. Crockett, Esq., Mt. Vernon St., Boston, at 11 o'clock, 
A. M., Feb. 1, 1849. 

The Rev. E. N. Kirk opened the meeting with prayer, and then 
withdrew. 

The Minutes of the last Annual Meeting were read by the Secre* 
tary. The Treasurer of the Society, and the Secretary, then read 
their Reports, which being accepted, the Society proceeded to the 
choice of officers for the ensuing year.

Henry M. Holbrook, Esq., was chosen Auditor for the ensuing year. 
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In presenting to the *' Ladies' Society" and the Christian 
public their Third Annual Report, the Executive Committee 
would devoutly acknowledge the Divine favor in preserving 
the lives of the Managers during another year, and also the 
life of every teacher sent to the West since its organization. 

In the following particulars the past has been a year of great 
prosperity. Perfect harmony in all meetings for business — an 
abundant supply of funds — and applications from the West for 
teachers, containing pledges of homes, and ample compensation. 

The only serious difficulties with which we have had to 
contend, have grown out of the unwillingness of parents to 
give up their daughters to teach at the West, and after per- 
mitting them 40 go, urging them to return almost as soon as 
they were established in schools, and had gained the confi- 
dence and affection of patrons and scholars. One teacher 
writes, "My friends urge me almost beyond endurance to re- 
turn;" and many more know by sad experience how to sym- 
pathize with her. 

Twenty-eight out of the whole number (forty-four) sent 
are orphans, and it is painful to know that were it not for 
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parental restraint, many suitable young ladies would gladly 
offer their services to the Society. 

At the time this Society was organized, it was confidently 
believed that nearly all the Pastors of churches in New Eng- 
land, and all the Principals of Female Seminaries, would re- 
joice to use their all-pervading influence in encouraging the 
educated members of their churches, and the qualified pupils 
in their schools, to engage in this enterprise. But we confess 
with grief, that with a few noble exceptions, we have been 
disappointed. 

This withholding teachers from the West does not arise 
from any want of success, for those who have gone have re- 
ported one thousand^ eight hundred and ten scholars who have 
been for a longer or shorter period members of their schools, 
some of them from nine months to two years. Sixty-three of 
these pupils have become hopefully pious, and the greater part 
of them have united with evangelical churches. Fifty-two 
pupils have been engaged in teaching common schools the 
past summer with great acceptance, and a much larger num- 
ber are studying with a view to the same employment so soon 
as qualified. 

AboiU six hundred dollars' worth of books, presented gratui- 
tously by the Mass. Sabbath School Society, the American 
Tract Society at Boston, the Foreign Missionary Society, and 
private individuals, have been widely circulated in the West 
through the instrumentality of our teachers, and read with 
avidity by their pupils and the public. 

Want of healthy cannot with propriety, be urged as a reason 
for discouraging a young lady from engaging in this good 
work, for it is believed that a larger number of our teachers 
enjoy better health at the West and South-west, than have 
felt any inconvenience from the change of climate. At the 
present time there is not known to be a case of sickness, dis- 
content, or discouragement among the whole number of teach- 
ers. Their help is needed at the West, and their services are 
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highly appreciated by the wise aad virtuous of all denomina- 
tions. 

The organization of our Society required but little machine^ 
' ry, and simple as that little is, it works efficiently without 
producing the least friction, and is as competent to transfer 
Jiftjf teachers from the East to the West Sisfive. 

During the past year, sixty young ladies have expressed in 
conversatibn or by correspondence, a deep personal interest in 
our enterprise, and a willingness to engage in it should cir- 
cumstances permit; but out of the whole number eleven only 
have gone! Six others engaged to go, and some of them were 
designated to important fields, but when the time for their de- 
parture arrived, either themselves or their friends changed 
tb^ir minds, and they decided to stay at home. 

The Committee have not been able to supply one third as 
many teachers as have been asked for the past year, and not 
more than one half as many as have been sent for, since 
January, 1847. 

Within the past eighteen months nearly half the applications 
required nothing more than the solid English branches, but 
we have never been able to secure the services of but one 
young lady who was not qualified to teach a select school in 
New England. Six of the eleven gone the present year, give 
lessons on the Piano-forte, and nearly all teach Latin, French, 
or German, and some of them all these languages, with Draw- 
ing, Painting, Embroidery, etc. 

Massachusetts has furnished more than half the teachers 
we have sent, and supplied a still larger proportion of our 
funds. It is matter for thanksgiving that our friends have 
without solicitation replenished our treasury, so that we have 
been straitened for nothing but teachers. 

After such repeated disappointments, it would not be strange 
if our western friends should so far lose their confidence in 
our ability to supply as many teachers as they wish for, as to 
occasion a discontinuance of their applications in future.

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The C(Hnmittee can only repeat the assuranees hesetofore 
made, that so long as parents in New England will consent to 
let their pious daughters go to the West, and the community 
will give us the means of conveying them, we will cheerfully ^ 
labor to provide as many competent teachers as the West need 
and ask for — ^but without the co-operation of parents, pastors, 
and principals of Female Seminaries in New England, we 
shall '^ labor in vain and spend our strength for nought." 

The following Extracts from the letters of our teachers, re- 
ceived since the last annual meeting, will be read with in- 
terest 

I. ** Instead of regretting that I ever came to the West, I only 
regret that I did not come sooner. Did pious young ladies 
know the satisfaction we experience in communicating knowl- 
edge to minds shrouded in ignorance, you would hear multi- 
tudes exclaim, — * Here am I, send me.' " 

« 

II. '^ Could you know how much I have had to occupy my 
time, you would not wonder at my seeming neglect. Every 
spare moment for two months I spent in working for a fair^ 
which we held two or three weeks ago, to purchase a library 
for the school. We succeeded as well as I expected, the pro- 
ceeds being about eighty dollars. Nearly all the articles were 
made by the scholars and myself. *= * * 

'1 have not forgot my first impressions, on my arrival here ; 

but a year's residence in has inclined me to look upon 

things differently, and I see something pleasant and attractive, 
in those places that were at first quite otherwise. Is it not ' 
strange that we can so readily adapt ourselves to circum- 
stances so different from those to which we have been accus- 
tomed, and by doing so increase our own happiness ? This 
power of adaptation is very necessary to one's succees, especi- 
ally at the West. 
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" My boalth is good, better than when at home, and I cannot 
be aufficiently thankful for this great blessing. 

'^ I have sixteen mi»sic scholars this session. I am truly 
thankful you are still going forward in your good work, 
though somewhat embarrassed for the want of teachers. 
Gould I see pious educated young ladies at the East, I would 
say to them, ' Ccnne over and help us,' for there is much to 
be done in this part of the country, and it is true that some 
sacrifices are to be made, — but should that deter those who 
have given themselves to Ohrist and his service, and professed 
themselves willing to be and to do any thing, and every thing 
he would have them?" 

III. " I know you always love to hear good tidings from 
those you have sent forth, and I have something good to tell 
yt>u. Yes, my dear friend, Christ is indeed a merciful high 
]Nriest. His loving kindness and tender mercies are unspeak- 
able.* Once more has Jie by his Holy Spirit visited my dear 
pupils ; two are rejoicing in hope, and others show a degree of 
tenderness, and detem^ination to serve God, which is truly 
tticouraging. I can bnt hope that many of them may be 
brought into tiie true fold. One of these is a particularly 
interesting case. Her zeal for the salvation of others prompts 
her to converse with them upon personal religion, and she is 
constantly urging them to come to the Saviour. Do pray 
much for me and for my scholars." 

IV. " God is visiting us in great mercy, — never saw such a 
time as this. Infidelity is trembling, and falling before the 
power of the Holy Spirit. I think I have told you that this is 
the hot-bed of infidelity. Just below here Abner Knedand 
lived and died; his disciples have been very numerous, but 
they cannot stand before the truth when applied by the Spirit 



* Thia is th« second rsiriyal enjoyed in the School of this excellent teacher, within a year. 
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of God. Men leave their shops, stores, and nulls, and gather 
to the house of prayer. Tbey go at sunrise, at two o'clock, 
and again in the evening. Our neat little church was dedi- 
cated about three weeks ago, and has been ocT^upied every 
day since. The parents of thirteen children, seven of whom 
were our pupils, have very recently expressed hope. The 
father attempted to express his feelings at the morning prayer- 
meeting to-day, but his emotions were too deep for utterance. 
He is very deeply affected in view of the condition of his 
children, some of whom are thoughtful. 

^' You will realize ere this the weight of responsibility resting 
upon me, and I can only plead for grace to meet it, and go 
forward. 

'^I have had two professors of religion in school the last 
quarter, and we have maintained a prq.yer-pieeting, — some are 
hoping, and oh, I desire to see the number rapidly increasing. 
Pray, oh pray for us that a great and precious harvest may be 
gathered. 

'^I wish more young ladies would come from the East; is it 
impossible to persuade them to do so ? I regret you failed to 

send one to , they need a teacher very much, — * the fields 

are white, ready to the harvest, but the laborers are few.' 
Shall we not offer the prayer our Saviour bid us offer? 

P. S. The young lady we sent out from our school to 
teach, is rejoicing in hope." 

Two months later, the same writer says, — 

'* A committee of ladies was appointed to call on every 

fainily in and near . 1 called on more thB,n forty famiUeSj 

and though I went out with some misgivings, no one treated me 
unkindly. As the result, a large number of young people and 
children, considerably over one hundred, have been gathered 
into the Sabbath school. Twenty-six young ladies have come 
into my class, and there are additions almost every Sabbath. 
Last year it was with difiiculty I could keep three together. 
Behold, what God hath wrought, and rejoice with me." 
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v. *^ I am happy to say, that the blessing of heaven seems 
to follow my humble endeavors. My school has gained the 
favor of the most influential portion of the community, and it 
has gradually been increasing till now it numbers fifty-six. 
The examination of the School at the close of the quarter just 
ended, was to me dfi important affair, and I hope a brief 
account of it will not be uninteresting to you. 

'' The Presbyterian Church was most beautifully decorated 
with festoons of evergreens, and garlands of flowers. Carpets 
for the stage and aisles, and vases of flowers were brought by 
ladies from town. Three pieces of oil paintings, and eighteen 
or twenty done in water colors, with various drawings were 
fastened to the walls of the Church, also card cases, painted 
portfolios, &c., &c. 

" A centre-table stood just below the stage, on which was 
placed seventy or eighty mottoes worked on perforated paper, 
arranged in fancy baskets prepared by the scholars — three or 
four lamp-mats embroidered with rich colors, and eight or ten 
Herbaniums prepared by the class in Botany. The whole 
presented a very beautiful appearance. 

" A few days previous I received notice from the band of 
music here, that if I wished them to play on this occasion, 
they were at my command. I accordingly sent them an invi- 
tation to attend, which they very politely accepted. 

<' The morning recitations were Reading, Geography, Arith- 
metic, History, Grammar and Algebra. The young ladies 
had composed Songs for the occasion, which were interspersed 
among the recitations. 

y In the afternoon the exercises commenced with a class in 
Astronomy, then a Song, followed by classes in Astronomy, 
Natural Philosophy and Botany. Before the class in Botany 
recited, two little boys carried around waiters covered with 
flowers, which they passed to the class to select flowers for 
analysis, and the rest were presented to the company. 

'' But the most interesting of all were the Compositions and 
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Dialogues. After the recitation in Botany, the band played 
delightfully,— then followed six. compositions, — then a sin^e 
piece by a little girl, followed by two more compositions. An 
original dialogue, called the ' Little Shepherdess,'— Music,— 
another original dialogue called the 'Spanish Songster,' — 
Music, — Colloquy by six young ladies on Domestic Education 
and the Fine Arts. A paper entitled the * Star of the West,' 
its motto, 'Westward the Star of Empire takes its way,' 
was read by a young gentleman. I need not say that this as 
well as all the other pieces were entirely original. After this 

came Music, — then remarks by Rev. Mr. K , and a closing 

prayer by Rev. Mr. B . The Church was crowded, and 

all paid the most flattering attention. 

''My scholars continue affectionate and kind, and my 
attachment to them is very strong. We^ are about to form a 
society, called, ' The Daughters of Temperance ;' we met last 
evening to consult about it. 

"We had a protracted, meeting here a few weeks ago. 
Several ministers were here from differ^it parts of the Stfite, 
but the results were not as favorable as bad been hoped foir. 
Why is it that the Spirit of God seems to be withdrawn from 
this place? is a question I have often asked. Politics, and 
other worldly topics seem entirely to absorb the public mind; 
of course religion is low. I find also that I iun influenced by 
the apparent indiflference of others in ifegard to spiritual &ings, 
and am as cold as the rest. I have a most interesting class <tf 
young ladies in the Sabbath school, and of some g£ these I 
indulge hope. Do not forget us in your prayers." 

YI. " My school has been pretty large, and mo^t of the 
scholars of an advanced age. At first I felt very unpleasantly 
to have the care of young men, a head and should^s tall^ 
than myself; but after a little acquaintance, I found the mos|; 
of them very polite, and pleasant, as well as orderly. Sobms 
of them are quite intelligent, and very interesting, and so very 
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anxious to acquire an education, that it is a pleasure to aid 
them. The young ladies are particularly engaging, and as 
many as eighteen or twenty are preparing to become teachers. 

'^ I have but one half holiday, and that is Monday forenoon. 
I spend Monday afternoon in general exercises, hear composi- 
tions and declamations, and afterwards attend to a Bible 
lesson. The daily morning exercises are singing, prayer and 
reading of the Scriptures by the pupils. We have singing at 
other times during the day, — some of the scholars sing admir- 
ably. I have one class in Astronomy, Watts on the Mind, 
Drawing, &c. The classes in Geography have recited from 
outlined maps and the globe. 

** I have never punished a scholar since I came here, other- 
wise than taking them aside and conversing with them when 
they have done any thing amiss. So far as I am able to learn, 
the management of the School has given entire satisfaction to 
the patrons and' scholars; and I feel confident that I possess 
the affection and confidence of all my pupils. 

'' At the close of each term I have had a piAliJC exaimnation^ 
in which the people have taken a deep interest. At the last 
one my school room was crowded with spectators, and no 
uneasiness was manifested although the exercises continued 
fofUT hours and a half. I think these jsxaminations have been 
the means of increasing the interest of the public in the cause 
of education. 

'^ I enclose several letters addressed to me by pupils, when 
leaving school." 

The following was written by a lad of seventeen : — 

^^ Respect^ Preceptress, — It is with feeiiags and sentiments 
of no common character, that I take the liberty of addressing 
a few lines to you in view of the dissolution of the connection 
between us as teacher and pupii, and which to me has ever 
been pleasing, and I trust profitable. If it has not been profit- 
able, I must ingenuously confess that it is owing to my ovm 
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folly and idleness, or the obtuseness of my intellect, and not 
any want on your part of ability or assiduity. 

'^ I shall ever bear in grateful remembrance the kindness 
and urbanity of manner which you have ever shown when 
communicating knowledge, and imparting instruction to me 
in common with the whole school. And among the most happy 
reminiscences of my life will be the hours I have spent in lis- 
tening to instruction, which in such a felicitous manner you 
have poured into our hitherto ignorant minds. I have the 
satisfaction of knowing that your services are appreciated by 
the virtuous and intelligent of this community, and by those 
who have been the recipients of the knowledge you have been 
so able and willing to impart." 



VII. ^' When I commenced school in this place, I expected 
twenty scholars, but I have Jifty — nine of them young men — 
six of them and one young lady have been through Arith- 
metic, and are now studying Algebra. I am , very much 
pleased with the school, and think it the easiest to manage I 
ever taught. I am in the school room nearly all day from 
sunrise till sundown, and have a school for blacks every 
evening in the week when at home. There is ho school on 
Saturdays, and I have visited almost every Saturday since I 
came here. Most of my scholars walk two miles to school, 
and some three^ still they are very punctual indeed. 

^' I have no time for letter writing till others are asleep. It 
is now past midnight, but perhaps you would like to know 
how I spend my Sabbaths. Every third Sabbath I go four 
miles to meeting — another Sabbath I ride etght miles to hear 
Mr. —. — preach — the other Sabbaths I either stay at home or 
ride sixteen miles on horseback. I am very thankful I learned 
to ride in this way before 1 came West, as it is almost the 
only mode of traveling here." 
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YIII. '' I have of late had much to encourage «ie to go 
forward in the duties to which I am devoted, and very much 
to stimulate me to far greater exertions. We have been blessed 
with a revival of religion, and among the number who have 
united with the Church are nearly the whole of my Sabbath 
school class, and six of my day scholars, including the As- 
sistant teacher. One of the number was a member of the 
Roman •Catholic Church. Two others give good evidence of 
piety, but being quite young, have not made a public profes- 
sion. While these beloved scholars were anxious, and after 
they obtained a hope of Divine acceptance, their manifesta- 
tions of confidence and affection, were to me most gratifying 
and very affecting." * 

IX. "Last week the session closed. For weeks all had 
been preparing for the examination, which was to be followed 
in the evening by a musical concert. Such studying and 
reciting, — ^such writing and re-writing of compositions, — such 
practicing on the piano, and tehearsing pieces of music, and 
such discussing modes of dress for the occasion. A very large 
company had beeh invited, and some had actually arrived the 
day preceding the examination. On the morning of that day 

Mrs. entered my chamber very early and rallied me on 

my broken promise of rising early to assist her. As she was 
leaving the room she remarked that ' she was alarmed at her 
mother^s long and sound sleep, — that she had not moved 
through the night.' I hastily arose and went to the room of 
this lady, and found her dying ! O what a shock, — our expec- 
tations were disappointed, and our long anticipated examina- 
tion was turned into a funeral ! Many persons came from a 
distance to attend the examination of the School, but were 
compelled to return. I do not think I ever experienced or 
witnessed such a revulsion of feeling. The lady deceased had 
long been feeble, but it was thought she might live' many 



years." 



3 
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Duri»g the vacation the same teacher added the follow- 
ing :— 

<^ For some days past I have been occupied in painting a 
banner for the < Sons of Temperance.' At each corner of the 
banner is a huge blue rosette, and all around it a heavy blue 
fringe. The ground is adorned with large letters painted in 
different styles, with quaint devices, such as Noah's Ark, 
Fountains of pure water, &c., &c. I was chosen to present 
the banner with a speech, which was duly noticed in the 
newspapers. Another lady presented a Bible. The Temper- 
ance cause seems to be progressing, and indeed there seems to 
be necessity that it should progress. Intemperance is quite 
too common here." 

X. '' How many times have I almost tajcen my pen in hand 
to address you, — ^but have waited, hoping for more leisure — 
but I iind leisure time is something of which my new employ- 
ment allows very little, for 

'Tis labor by da^, and labor by night, 
By the light of the san, and by candle light, 

Labor continually. 

^^ Shall I go back to that dark, rainy, sorrowful morning, 
when I bade adieu to my dearest earthly friends, and to that 
sweet spot, my childhood's home; the mere mention of which 
excites emotions of the deepest tenderness. I had for some 
time looked forward to the hour of parting with unusual sad- 
ness, — but when the time arrived, I found I was far better 
prepared for it than I supposed. Amid all the last endear- 
ments of home, Jestis seemed more precious to me than even 
father, mother, or sister, and much to my astonishment I was 
enabled to take leave of all with composure. 

" I found a home here abounding with comforts, — a more 
agreeable boarding place is not to be found anywhere. I 
commenced teaching the Monday after my arrival. I have 
twenty young ladies from twenty years old and downwards. 
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and a more interesting group were never congregated together. 
Every thing connected with my school seems prosperous. 

'1 do indeed wonder that the number of teachers this year 
is so small. I have thoughf over my circle of acquaintance 
many times, but am not able to think of any who are altogether 
suitable. A few years ago I could have counted a host who 
would have rejoiced at such openings for usefulness ; but my 
school acquaintances 

' Are scattered like roses in bloom, * 
Some at the altai^HSome at the tomb.' 

" Deeply interested as I feel in my pupils' mental improve- 
ment, their spiritual interests lie far nearer to my heart. I 
would remember that it is not by might nor by power that 
sinners are to be saved, but by the Spirit of God, — but while 
remembering this, I would not forget the willingness of God to 
give his Holy Spirit in answer to prayer. 

"In reviewing the term now closing, I feel unspeakable 
cause of gratitude to God. I can truly say, * He that sent me 
is with me,' and I have had that peace which passeth under- 
standing in an unusual degree. I can say without hesitation, 
the past three months have been the happiest of my life. I 
have had but little society, except my school, and I have 
wanted little. My whole attention has been devoted to those, 
who by the providence of God have been placed under my 
care." 

XL " People all told me when I came that I must not ex- 
pect a fall school this term ; the most sanguine did not expect 
my number would exceed twenty. I began with twelve, and 
my present number is thirty-two, I felt rather unwilling at 
first to receive lads of seventeen into my school ; but I could 
not find it in my heart to shut the door against any who 
sought admittance with a desire for improvement. My pupil$ 
are without exception docile and disposed to apply themselves 
to their studies, with commendable zeal and diligence. I do 
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not find the slightest difficulty in governing the school. In- 
deed, I never taught a school where aU appeared to -approve 
and appreciate my plans so heartily as do nay pupils here. 
The rates of tuition are established by the Trustees. Com- 
nion English branches are $2,60 per quarter. Higher English 
branches, $3,00, and four for the languages, — no Music 
scholars at present. Some of my scholars walk three miles to 
school, and most of them a mile or more. I board in Rev. 

Mr. 's family, and find with them a Jwme^ every way 

pleasant and comfortable. Sacrifices and hardships I know 
nothing of, except by the hearing of the ear. Every thing is 
done for me in this family to render me contented and 
happy. 

'' I do not find teaching at the West so different from teach- 
ing at the East as I expected. I can say with all sincerity 
that I am perfectly contented in my situation, with my hands 
full of work, and my heart full of intense interest in it. 

*' The salvation of the souls of my pupils is an object very 
dear to my heart. I remember the Saturday evening Concert 
of Prayer,* and it gives me the highest pleasure to feel that 
so far distant from you, we may yet meet around one common 
throne of grace. 

" If I could know that by my coming here, one immortal 
soul would be won to my Redeemer, I would rejoice that I had 
been counted worthy to leave father and mother, and all that 
is dear in New England, even did I know that I should never 
return to them." 



* The Board of Managers observe a concert of Secret Prayer every Saturday evening between 
the boon of eight and ten, for the bletsing of God on this enterprise, and they request all the 
friends of Christ to unite with them in its observance. For " except the Lord build tlie house, they 
labor in vain that build it." 

A social prayer meeting has been established on the first Monday in each month, in the aAer- 
noon. It is hoped that the fHends of Christ will unite with us in pnyer for the blessing of God 
upon our teachers, their pupils, the Home Missionaries, and all who are laboring in the West, to 
promote piety, sound morals, and Christian education. 
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XII. '^ Sent forth as we are, to scatter the seeds of piety 
and knowledge, in preparation for a speedy harvest in this 
unbroken soil, — toiling on, perhaps alone, with few or none of 
kindred spirit to sympathize, counsel and advise, — perhaps not 
one tried friend into whose faithful bosom we can pour our full 
hearts. Under such circumstances, who can wonder that we 
turn to your Society in the fullness and confidence of an isolated 
child away from its home? We do indeed, look to you as the 
grand recipients of our joys and sorrows, — our pains and 
pleasures, — our comforts and discomforts, — our blasted hopes, 
and hopes perfected. 

'^ Do not infer from this introduction that I am going to 
present a long catalogue of trials, perplexities, and unheard of 
i difficulties and vexations. For although there are many snags 
and sandbars in the muddy , they are less dangerous per- 
haps than more rapid streams, with lucid waters. 

" I often wish it were possible to give you and other 
Eastern ladies a correct picture of Western life ; but I am con- 
vinced beyond a doubt that it is not in the power of the pen 
to convey correct impresisions of Western realities, to minds 
familiar only with Eastern customs, habits find manners. And 
it would be quite as difficult to convey to a Western mind the 
realities of life in New England. 

'' As I have already given you a familiar introduction to 
this Babel-like village, with its rugged soil, weedy paths, 
winding ravines, rough roads and corresponding population, 
with all its varied dialects, I will hasten to the object of this 
epistle. It is to give you some items of our school history the 
past year. The number of pupils during the year is sixty, 
averaging about thirty. Their ages from four to seventeen. I 
never succeeded better in gaining the affection and confidence 
of pupils at the East, and it seems that the school has made a 
very favorable impression upon the community. I can count 
on my catalogue, seventeen names either directly from the 
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nunnery, or from Romish families, and many more brought up 
in the same faith have expressed a strong desire to come to 
my school. I have taught singing in school which has proved 
very attractive. 

'^ Our Church is at last finished, and dedicated, and our 
Sabbath school is in successful operation. Previous to its 
organization I had a Sabbath school at my school room, which 
numbered twenty-five, and was constantly increasing. I have 
only a class of ,Iads in the Church, and my sphere of useful- 
ness seems so limited there, that I feel more than half inclined 
to yield to the wishes of my old Sabbath school scholars, to 
meet them as formerly in the school room, after the public 
services at the Church. This in addition to my class of lads, 
would make a hard Sabbath, and I should feel but little 
refreshed by it, for my week-day labors. 

" From my communications I know your opinion will be 
strengthened, that I am occupying a most imporfdnt fields and 
one that should by no means be given over to the wiles of the 
Adversary, and the superstitions and heresy of the Romanists. 

'' I strive to make much of ' the day of small things,' and 
while bearing the * burden and heat of the day,' to look to 
God, for a future 'recompense and reward.' Let your teach- 
ers for a moment lose sight of the great cbjed^ (the salvation 
of souls, and the best interests of the country,) that brought 
them to the West ; there is not a prop — there is not a bruised 
reed even, upon which they can lean. 

" Knowing as you do, how very dairk my prospect of pecuni- 
ary support is, you may wonder that I have decided to remain 
another year. It is a matter of conscience only, that takes 

me back to , If I consulted taste, inclination, or profit, 

I should turn away with a sick heart, from the uninviting 
field/ But my feelings prompt the exclamation, * Oh Eph- 
raim, how can I give thee up ! ' Bright prospects and most 
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tempting offers have been held out, to draw me from this 
place. Two hundred, and two hundred and fifty dollars per 
annum have been offered me in family schools, besides board, 
and four hundred in a large school. I confess, it cost me a 
severe conflict with inclination, and a few tears too, to fulfill 
my purpose, still to continue my labors another year, in this 
destitute field. 

" I passed my summer vacation at , in the midst of a 

numerous circle of intelligent and agreeable friends, who tried 
hard, to induce me to teach thersy if I must teach. I uniform- 
ly replied, ' My object in coifiing West, was not to seek my 
own pleasure, but to discharge a solemn dtUy^ however much 

of self-*denial it involved.' As I made my last visit in ^ , 

O dear, how I did dread leaving such warm-hearted friends 

and such pleasant habitations, for my old home in , but I 

felt sure it was the way I ought to go, and I walked in it 
cheerfully, and when I received such a cordial greeting from 

every one, on ray return to , my heart was comforted. 

The affectionate gratitude of my pupils had net in the least 
abated, and a large number of full grown girls who had been 
in the convent school, rejoiced at the idea of entering my 
school. Six daughters of poor widows, I invited to attend 
my school, free of charge. — ^Yes, more than six, all new cases, 
in addition to the former seventeen. I believe I may say, and 
that without boasting, that the sphere I occupy is as im- 
portant as that of any clergyman in this vicinity. It is a 
fact, that I am more among the people, than all the clergy- 
men. 

''It is thought that by another year, this community will be 
prepared to sustain a public protesiant female school. Then I 
shall be willing .to commit my scholars into the hands of 
such a teacher. But dependent as I now am, upon my own 
exertions for present and prospective support, what shall I do 
the present year ? Large as my school is, most of the schol- 
ars would be sent to the nunnery, rather than pay tuition bills. 
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I love New England, as well as any of her daughters who 
enjoy the comforts and affections of their beautiful homes, but 
I love the West better, because I can be a messenger of mercy 
here, to many who would otherwise remain in darkness. 

'^ I commenced a new term on the eleventh, with a host of 
girls, who would have passed their days in ignorance, but for 
my school, or what is worse, be sent to the convent ; — ^some of 
them tall girls; taller than myself, who can rarely read or 
spell." 

Perhaps some may object to the number and length of these 
extracts from the letters of our teachers ; but in what other way 
could the Committee make the public so well acquainted with 
the operations of the Society, and its adaptation to the wants of 
the West, as by allowing the teachers to speak for them- 
selves in this familiar way? 

The following extracts of letters from gentlemen who sent 
for teachers, will be read with interest by the friends of the 
young ladies who have gone, and it is hoped they will not be 
unacceptable to any. 

I. ^^ Having through your kindness obtained a Teacher for 
the youth of this place and its vicinity ; it seems proper I 

should inform you of the progress already made by Miss , 

and what are her future prospects. Her school already em- 
braces more than forty scholars^ and her employers are all 
well pleased with her as an instructress. She wiU do wdl 
here. 

" I am very anxious that your Society may be successful 
in all its efforts to advance the youth of the West in knowl- 
edge, virtue, and intelligence; so. that ignorance and super- 
stition may be obliterated from the minds of all. I, together 

with the citizens of , feel under many obligations to 

your Society, for furnishing us with a teacher so well quali- 
fied to instruct our children and youth." 
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IL ^^ Miss has proved very acceptable to us as a 

teacher. She has brought on our children very rapidly — ^fuUy 

as mneh so as either Mrs. or I wish, inasmuch as neither 

of us is very partial to early or sudden developments." 

III. ^^ During the period of Miss 's residence in this 

village, she has been eminently successful iQ winning to her- 
self the attachment of her pupils, and the respect and affec- 
tionate regard of the community. She has proved her 
educational qualifications by the ardor of pursuit which she 
has awakened in many of her scholars, and the decided pro- 
gress in knowledge and inteUigence, which in the judgment of 
all, they have made under her tuition. I am happy also, to 
certify my own opinion, that her endeavors to benefit the souls 
of her pupils, and to direct their aim to the attainment of a 
higher wisdom, than any to be found in human science, have 
not been entirely fruitless. There is at every hand, but one 
testimony respecting her worth and usefulness, and that of the 
most flattering kind. 

" We have reason to feel under obligations to your Society, 
as the instrument of sending h^ to this frontier. I hope that 
all your missionary teachers are as successful in commending 
the excellency of your enterprise, and it is my earnest prayer, 
that you may be conducted by a favoring Providence, to the 
fullest success in your Christian efforts to bless the West" 

IV. **Miss^ 's school may be properly termed here, a 

select school ; as well from the general plan of instruction 
adopted, as from the terms of admission. She proposed to 
limit her pupils to twentff^ and have the tuition Jive dollars a 
session. Some of these have attended gratuitously, and three 
or more of lliem are from Romish families, and who would 
be now in the bands of nuns, if Miss — — ^'s school should 
cease. In her school their attention is directed to the Bible, 
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and much instruction is imparted to them, that camiot but go 
to undermine their Romish faith. 

'' I visited the school this week, and found it in excellent 
order, and apparently prosperous." 

V. ** Miss 's school i6 in a place where she can do a 

great amount of good. There has been no school here, that 
will do so much to keep the children out of the Convent 
Miss is cheerful and hopeful, and quite popular." 

VI. *' Miss is engaged in her third session, to our per- 
fect satisfaction, and we find in her, every thing we could 
expect: Eulogy is unnecessary. She seems happy, and well 
satisfied ; and our school is going on finely, and the cause of 

education is on the advance. Miss has enjoyed perfect 

health ; at least, she has I believe, never lost but one day from 
her school. 

*' Accept our gratitude to you, and your Society ; we highly 
appreciate the amount of good it is accomplishing. Miss 
L , also, is getting along finely, and enjoying good health." 

VII. *' Miss is true to her Christian principles, and 

manifests more of the right spirit than we often find. She 
enters into all our plans with a zeal for which we were wholly 
unprepared, and appears to enjoy every thing connected with 
her employment. She shrinks at nothing like effort, whether 
intellectual, or physical. She is such an economist of time, that 
she daily practices on the piano, during twilight. 1 never 
saw a person possess such a versatility of powers. She fits 
dresses, trims bonnets ; and while fitting up the school room, 
she made chairs, couches, ottomans, etc., like a workman. 
Yesterday she made a beautiful broadcloth cap, for one of our 
little boys before dinner, and in the afternoon she wrote eight 
letters to the donors of the valuable Library, brought out by 
her. You will say she is a wonderful young lady, and so she 
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is ; and what renders her invaluable, is, she tiever frowns. 
Any little fault-finding is always prefaced by some apology 
for the existing evil, and I believe it is a principle with, her, 
never to find fault with any thing till she has found a remedy. 
She has already, twenty-five scholars, and more are ex- 
pected." 

YIII. '^ Miss 's qualifications as a teacher are deserv- 
edly regarded in this community as very high. She has not 
simply the book knowledge requisite for the task, but the 
native taste; a qualification innate in her character to interest, 
instruct, and govern children — to gain their confidence, aflec- 
tion and respect. This has been entire. She has also devoted 
herself to her work beyond her strength. She loves to labor 
for the young, and we have had the great satisfaction of see- 
ing that her labors are crowned with success. 

'^ God has blessed us with eight children, five of them have 
attended her school, and I am truly grateful that they have 
been blessed with the privilege. While I say this, as an ex- 
pression of our feelings, it also expresses the feelings of this 
people. I 

'' She has won the hearts of the children, the confidence 
and afiection of the parents ; and no one could wish to stand 
higher in their estimation than she has the pleasure to do." 

The lady alluded to in the following extract, went out, ex- 
pecting to teach a High school, but circumstances seemed to 
require her services in a District school, which she rather^ 
reluctantly taught for a time. 

IX. *^ Common schools , in my estimation, lie at the very 
foundation, and no service is more needed, or could be more 
nsefol to the Church, the nation, and the world, than to spread 
the land all over with the best-qualified teaebers ; and th« 
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question might arise, are not these worth more to society in 
our present state of advancement, than any other Bchoda? 
And would it not be well for your Society and thoee aasoci- 
ated with you, not to satisfy yourselves with planting a few 
High schools in a given state, to which not one child in a 
thousand could be admitted, but extend your views to the 
masses of society, and try to find the best teachers for all the 
common schools that desire their services. Such schools 
would soon become high schools. The great mass of the peo- 
ple cannot send their children far from home to school ; they 
will not. Schools of a proper character must be brought to 
them. A few common schools of the right character planted 
around, in different prominent places, will not only affect 
the children who attend, but all the surrounding country. 

Miss 's influence is by no means confined to this place, 

but it has extended in a greater or less degree to the schools 
in all the surrounding region. Should^she continue, it would 
extend farther-Cher's would be regarded as a model school — 
teachers and others woul^ visit it, and I doubt whether she 
will find any place where, on the whole, she could do moce 
good. Besides, all the High schools as they are called, are 
little more than common schools after all — ^they are made up 
almost exclusively of the children around." 

These extracts might be continued, but the Report is already 
so long that only one more will be added. 

X. ''The daughters of our most wealthy planters have been 
educated in Catholic schools. These ladies genially, though 
not always, are enthusiastic for the Catholic schools. Two 
young ladies in this county were five years in a nunnery 

in , and during the whole time they were never permitted 

to speak to each other except in the presence of a nun, though 
they were sisters, nor to write or receive a letter which was not

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subjected to the inspection of the nuns — the result was both 
became Catholics. But since their return they have renounced 
Romanism, and one of them is an exemplary member of a 
Presbyterian church." 



Although there has been such a dearth of teachers the past 
year, and so many applicants have been disappointed, the 
Committee never felt more deeply the importance of the enter- 
prise in which they are engaged, nor more zealously disposed 
to prosecute the work of furnishing well-qualified teachers for 
the West than at the present moment.

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APPENDIX. 



Young ladies wishing to go as teachers to the West, are expected 
to be more than seventeen, and less than thirty-six years of age. 
Having obtained the consent of parents, and collected testimonials of 
piety, energy and discretion, they may forward them to the Society, 
with an offer of their services. Without testimonials, applications 
for situations at the West are unavailing. The Society cannot 
choose locations — ^they only supply teachers for such localities as are 
named in the applications for teachers. It is therefore important that 
each teacher should possess so much of a missionary spirit as to be 
willing to go where her talents and acquirements promise the most 
extensive usefulness. To those destitute of means to defray the 
traveling expenses to the field of labor to which the candidates are 
designated, the Ladies' Society furnishes them, and also in case they 
cannot furnish a comfortable outfit, the Society is willing to aid. 
Beyond this, the Society does not meet the expenses of teachers. 

The Constitution makes no provision for refunding any part of the 
money paid to candidates, but where a handsome salary is received, 
and the teacher wishes to repay, — she can have the privilege of 
making donations to the Society to the amount received. Several 
have claimed this privilege, and it will be refused to none. 

Inquiries respecting the climate of the Western States are oflen 
made. The winters at the West are shorter than at the East, but 
while the winter lasts, cloaks and other warm garments are as neces- 
sary as at the East. 

Are teachers expected to go for life ? No ; they do not engage 
their services for any given time, but it is not supposed a lady would 
incur the trouble and expense of going to the West as a teacher, 
without intending to teach two or three years, unless providentially 
hindered.

TEXAS. 



The teacher who went to San Antonio, Texas, last May, had a 
very pleasant and prosperous journey. Her visit to Galveston, 
Houston, and Washington, she describes as very agreeable, and 
nothing could exceed the hospitality and kindness of the gentlemen 
and ladies to whom she was introduced. She describes the country 
between Houston and San Antonio as "perfectly beautiful. It 
presents the appearance of an old settled country, being prairie 
mingled with fine large forest-trees. We often saw birds of the 
most beautiful plumage, — ^the magnolias and flowers were innumer- 
able. I am as much pleased with the people as the country. They 
are very kind-hearted, well-bred, and intelligent. Every one seems 
to know precisely how a stranger likes to be treated, having all 
been like myself strangers in Texas. Notwithstanding all that has 
been said of Texas, you can travel over the country without the least 
fear of losing your baggage, and very few people take the trouble to 
fasten their doors or close their windows at any time, in the city or 
country. The pi^no has not arrived; of cburse I have no music 
scholars yet. I have one class in drawing. Three-fourths at least 
of the pupils are Mexicans reciting and reading English, yet speak- 
ing Mexican, which is Spanish Indian, like its speakers. 

The school embraces sixty pupils, not more than two or three are 
darker than Americans, and a stranger would see nothing denoting 
any other origin, except the dark full eye so common in the Spanish 
race." She adds, " I feel assiduous exertion to be the only means 
of expressing the gratitude I feel so deeply, towards those to whom I 
am indebted for a situation which bids fair to be so pleasant. Re- 
member me in your prayers, that I may have a heart, opportunity, 
and strength to do something for the religious and intellectual 
improvement of those with whom I have to do. God grant me a 
strong and pure heart, ready fot every good word and work, and the 
light of his countenance evermore." 
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
